service color of the 44 uwachine cun cormanles was red anc wiite; that of 
tac motor vehicle crivers, browm3; and that of the soldiers belon;zing to the 
supply service, crimson.

It was reveatecl observec that the reservists had a more 
professional lmowledve thefi the revular officers who goveared less cornmetent.
